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REMARKS 

In this response, claims 1-23 remain pending in the application. Reconsideration of the 
application and allowance of the pending claims are respectfully requested based upon the 
remarks below. 

Claims 1-13, 16-17, and 19-21 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-2, 5-15, 19 and 21 of 
copending Application No. 10/541,252 in view of Kolev et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,125,283 Bl). 
In response, a terminal disclaimer has been filed to overcome the provisional rejection based on 
the nonstatutory double patenting ground, as suggested by the Examiner. Accordingly, the 
rejection is now moot. 

Claims 14-15, 18, and 22-23 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 11 of the copending 
Application No. 10/541,252 in view of Kolev et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,125,283 Bl) and further in 
view of Lee et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,842,619). Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection. 

Claims 14-15, 18, and 22-23 depend, either directly or indirectly, from claims 9 and 20, 
include further important limitations, and are patentable over U.S. Application No. 10/541,252, 
Kolev, and Lee for at least the reason above with respect to claims 9 and 20, and the rejection 
should be withdrawn. 

All rejections having been addressed, it is respectfully submitted that the present 
application should be in condition for allowance and a Notice to that effect is earnestly solicited. 

Early issuance of a Notice of Allowance is courteously solicited.
